Dissolution w ill 
p robably take p lace June 28. 
The cabinet 
was a t first divided between resignation 
and dissolution, but Gladstone was emp hatic 
in his determination to dissolve p arliam ent, 
and the cabinet unanimously agreed np on 
that course. 
Gladstone was in frequent telegrap hic 
communication with the queen during the 
day, and sont to her m ajesty by m all a 
p ackage containing lengthy disp atches. 
Mr. John Morley, chief secretary for 
Ireland, in a sp eech a t the Eighty club, 
said he did not know when he should resign. 
He believed th at desp ite the defeat of the 
bill it would become a law in a very short 
time. Certain constituencies, he said, would 
never consent to coercion, which m eant 
misery in Ireland and disorder in W est­ 
minister. 
Everybody ho said, resp ected 
Lord W artington and his followers, but the 
Liberal recusants would have to answer to 
the country for their conduct, which, he 
assured bis hearers would not be forgotten 
in case of a new election. 
In conclusion he 
warned his friends th at unless the Liberal 
m ajority exceeded eighty-five the Parnellites 
would have comp lete control of p arliam ent 
Chamberlain and his followers will hold a 
conference, p robably on Thursday and an 
election manifesto will immediately follow. 
The W higs have actually decided to nom­ 
inate a candidate in op p osition to Gladstone 
in Midlathian. 
The list of government 
candidates is almost comp leted. 
The Radical dissidents intend to organize 
a Radical union, with headquarters a t Bir­ 
mingham. 
Their p rogramme includes a 
scheme for a large extension of local gov­ 
ernm ent to England, Scotland, W ales and 
Ireland, the imp erial p arliam ent to exercise 
sup reme control. 
Chamberlain is to be 
p resident, Jesse Ceilings, secretary, and 
m any p rominent Radical members of the 
house of commons will act as vice-p residents. 
Chamberlain, on May 31, wrote to Jam es 
O’Kelley, member for Roscommon and cor­ 
resp ondent of a New York m orning p ap er, 
as follows: 
“You wrote to a New York p ap er, dating 
your letter from the house of commons, 
th at I had p ublicly described l{r. Gladstone 
in language which is usually reserved for 
drunken rowdies and unfit for p ublication. 
You also wrote th at 1 go among Radical 
and Liberal members saying to them p ri­ 
vately, ‘Why should we concede home rule 
to Mr. Parnell' 
The dynam iters are on hi-: 
track, and sooner or later will kill him .’ 
“Both of these statements are absolutely 
and entirely untrue, and I demand your au­ 
thority therefor, or th at you p ublicly with­ 
draw them .” 
Mr. O’Kelly rep lied: 
“The statements 
you refer to were eiven to me by English 
members of the house of commons and not 
intended for p ublication. 
I accep t the re ­ 
sp onsibility for p ublishing them and decliue 
to withdraw them, because confidential in­ 
formation in my p ossession convinces me 
that you have used exp ressions with refer­ 
ence to Mr. Gladstone sim ilar to those I im 
p uted to you.”

1885, 
wheeled 
across 
England, took 
a 
steam er to the French coast, mounted his 
wheel again, and after traversing France, 
Germany, A ustria, the Turkish p rovinces 
and Prussia, he found himself in Meshed. 
Before leaving Teheran for Meshed, Mr. 
Stevens was careful to get p ermission of the 
Russian governm ent to p ass through the 
i zar's dominions on his way to Pekin, and 
after receiving such p ermission p rovided 
himself with sufficient Russian coin to carry 
him on his journey. 
A fter incurring this 
exp ense he was arrested by Russian authori­ 
ties on the confine« of Persia, and told he 
m ust not p roceed on Russian territory. 
His only way, then, w as to p ass through 
Afghanistan. 
But on arriving there be has been ob liged 
to turn b ack, because he Is a born English 
m an, and had not taken the p recaution of 
t» ecoming an American citizen. 
He will now 
have to retrace his step « toward Constantino­ 
ple ; from there he will seek to work his way 
through India, which will make the journey 
to Pekin much longer 
for him.

"he vib ration a t the stations, 
caused b y the sudden jerkings of the trains, 
as they come to a standstill or sta rt aw ay, 
is enough to knock even the b est clock out 
of kilter. The am ount of vib ration is differ­ 
ent a t tho different stations, and, conse- 
q uently, it takes a great deal of regulating 
b efore you can get a clock to go right. 
A t 
this station the vib ration is often so great 
tha t I find it difficult to keep m y seat, and 
the doors and windows ra ttle a* though the 
station was coming down. 
The vib ration i3 
stronger than a t the South F erry station, 
where all the roads meet. 
A t Christop her 
Street station, on the N inth Aveuue road, 
there is considerab le vib ration. 
I don’t 
know why there should b e any difference, 
b ut I b elieve the C hristop her S treet station 
stands on made ground, there once having 
b een a creek there. 
“ The clocks we have are a ll very good, 
and I don’t believe you w ill find one tha t is 
more than a quarter of a minute out of the 
way. There w a i one a t South Ferry station 
that was valued a t $ 361» , but it has la tely 
been removed to the general offices on Broad­ 
way. 
When these clocks were first put in 
the stations it was intended to have them 
set by electricity. 
Each one contained a 
battery, and was arranged *o tha t a wire 
could be attached. 
The idea was to have 
them all set by a time ta li a t noon. 
W hy 
it was not carried out I don’t know.” —New 
York Sun.
